herds of the land.

The best pri- 
vate treaty sales are 
brought about through 
proper advertising—by 
advertising we do not re- 
fer to any one method, 
but we do insist that the 
-use of proper display in 
any breed paper is the 
basis for the widest ac- 
quaintance which in turn 
results in the most satis- 
factory returns to the 
producer—and _ that 
chiefly through the build- 
ing of competition or de- 
sire for the cattle one 
may have to offer. Who 
knows who may be in- 
terested in the young 
bulls, the top heifers, or 
the good cows with calves at foot that any 
breeder may have to spare unless that 
breeder runs up his flag to arrest attention 
and direct it his way. The field for 1940 
is wide open, the bars are down, the de- 
mand is even greater than it was at the 
beginning of 1939—what’s to hinder 1940 
being the greatest year in the history of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in America?

And now, it’s 1940 and a new sale season 
is about to bud and bloom. Already many 
public auction sales have been listed, many 
more are in the making. The probabilities 
are that there will be, by the time mid- 
summer has rolled around, a very noticeable 
increase in the number of sales held during 
the spring season. With this increased ac- 
tivity, spread as it is going to be over a 
vastly increased area, it will be necessary 
in order to serve every public auction sale 
to best advantage to have these sales so 
listed on suitable dates to best accommo- 
date the prospective buyers.

Iowa Breeders Capture Both Grand Championship Ribbons

As the hour approached for the opening 
session in the breeding classes at the 1939 
International Live Stock Exposition the 
tenseness among the showmen and_ those 
breeders and admirers of the Bonnie Blacks 
who had been following the 1939 shows, 
grew more and more noticeable. It was 
generally agreed by all that the battle of 
years should take place in the aged bull 
class. Jas. B. Hollinger, of Chapman, Kan- 
sas, had been showing his great bull, Reve- 
mere of Wheatland 17th for an undefeated 
record of championships over a wide area 
during the whole fall season. He was fit- 
ted to a Queen’s taste and looked the part 
of a real grand champion at the big show, 
in fact he had a strong following that lean- 
ed that way noticeably. On the other hand 
John B. and Elliott Brown, of Rose Hill, 
Iowa, were to lead out their Golden Gate 
grand champion, Envious Blackcap B. 6th, 
who had been held in reserve for this great 
showing. He too was fit as a fiddle and im- 
mediately drew a strong follow- 
ing for the first honors. Judge 
Kildee, Dean at Iowa State Col- 
lege, Ames Iowa, had been as- 
signed the task of saying which 
one. He had no easy job ahead. 
The dean lined the bulls up along 
the rail, pulled out this pair, 
lighted his pipe and went to work. 
No one could tell what was going 
to happen. The two bulls were 
grand specimens. There was some 
difference in type and general 
makeup, and it was after a care- 
ful weighing of these differences 
that Judge Kildee finally satis- 
tied himself by directing Elliott 
to lead Envious Blackcap B. 6th 
to the top. Revemere of Wheat- 
land 17th pulled in alongside. It 
was indeed a study for the breed 
student. Two great bulls—but 
there was but one blue ticket.

two year olds, and here again were cham- 
pions at leading shows that would meet for 
the final class tilt. While there were nine 
great aged bulls out, there was in this two 
year old division just thirteen head. In this 
class is amunition for a battle royal next 
season. Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric, a 
many times junior champion and several 
times grand champion at last and this year’s 
shows went to the top over Hollinger’s en- 
try, Revemere of Wheatland 19th. The Ames 
bull carried great depth and was set on ex- 
ceptionally short legs. He filled the eye 
both coming and going as well as on parade. 
There were many other outstanding bulls 
down the line. 

A baker’s dozen senior yearlings lead in, 
paraded, and settled along the rail. When 
the judge had finished he had left at the 
head of a splendid class the good Canadian 
bull, Bandolier of Anoka 10th, shown by 
Edwards Brothers, of Watford, Ontario. 


“10th” is a full brother to Bandolier of 
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Anoka 6th, the 1937 Internati 
champion bull for the same breeders a 
later sold to head the Brandy Rock herd j 
Virginia. Mr. Charles E. Sorenson, a tong 
paratively new exhibitor hailing from Farm- 
ington, Michigan, placed his great youn 
bull Evesback Evader, a son of Black Ba : 
dolier in second place. It seemed that } sa 
was no end to the good bulls in this class 
When the three winners in these classes 
came together for the senior championshi 
the judge was not long deciding that the 
aged bull should be given that honor. 


It seemed that the show was to begin all . 


over again when the nineteen exceptionally 
fine junior yearling bulls came slipping 
through the big gate, each one dolled to at. 
tract the judge. Here they were lined along 
the rail. Judge Kildee did not realize that 
he was selecting the junior champion of the 
show when he decided between the top pair 
in this class. Ames Plantation Eric’s Beau 
was made right and wore his flesh well, he 

was short and compact and stood 
close to the ground. Fullerton’s 
great little bull, Elgon Sunbeam, 
a real son of the International 
grand champion Black Prince of 
Sunbeam, was near perfect, meet- 
ing the approval not only of the 
judge but of the ringside as well, 
and of right he should for he is 
one of the most outstanding pros- 
pects seen in years. He it was 
that won the class and later be- 
came junior champion bull of the 
show. Ames Plantation Eric’s 
Beau stood second. It was no 
easy task, this class, for there 
were outstanding bullies much 
farther down the line than usual 
in a show of this size. There 
was type, quality, fit and finish 
to please the most critical judge. 
Seems that our young bulls are 
getting better each year—there 
is more depth, better top lines, 
shorter necks, better turned

There 
was thickness and a great abundance of the 
best meat that could be hung on any similar 
number of animals representing any beef 
breed. Quality supreme, not an unruly, nor 
ill presented bull in the string, which means 
a great deal in the eyes of the cattle lover. 
Brown captured this string and Hollinger 
stood second with Edwards Brothers at 
third. The same rotation occurred in the 
three bull groups where nineteen sets were 
strung across the arena. There were nine- 
teen entries in the two bull group where 
the placings differed. Fullerton was at 
the head, Edwards Brothers next and Ames

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International Auction

Again the love for Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
was clearly demonstrated when the packed 
sale arena greeted the opening of the 1939 
International auction in which forty-seven 
head of breeding cattle were to be dispensed, 
in each case to the highest bidder. It was 
on this occasion that Col. Arthur W. Thomp- 
son, of Lincoln, Nebraska, did a great day’s 
work for the breed. Early in the week sale 
tags had been placed above the individuals 
catalogued. Interest at the stalls was far in 
excess of any previous demonstration at 
Chicago. In fact the sale cattle were kept 
on their feet a good share of each day in 
order that interested prospective buyers 
might have opportunity to thoroughly in- 
spect the individuals. While those who con- 
tributed cattle had no way of formulating an 
opinion as to the outcome of the auction, 
they were satisfied that interest exceeded 
any previous International sale. When the 
cattle were paraded on Sunday morning and 
placed in sale rotation by the committee in 
charge of that feature, the arena was pack- 
ed with those who watched carefully the ani- 
mals in which they were interested. 

Back to the sale ring. Following a few 
brief, well directed remarks from the new 
president, Sen. Simon E. Lantz, Colonel 
‘Thompson called for cattle and the sale was 
on. First in the ring was the Edwards 
Brothers bull, Bandolier of Anoka 12th 572- 
104, a McHenry Barbara calved October 17, 
1938, sired by Blackbird Bandolier of Page. 
Right from the start the bidding was lively, 
in a few minutes the price had climbed to an 
even $1300.00 which was the bid of J. Gar- 
rett Tolan, of Pleasant Plains, Illinois who 
bid consistently on the tops as they passed 
through the ring. Many were the conten- 
ders, and without doubt this bull would have 
brought more money once the bidders be- 
came conscious of the demand and its ex- 
tent. He was followed by Revolution of 
Page 53d 555430, offered by the Hartley 
Stock Farm. This son of Revolution of 
Page 11th 407252 was calved July 16, 1938, 
and had for dam a granddaughter of Revo- 
lution of Page 11th.

Unfortunately, the bulls had been divid- 
ed into two classes on an age basis and 
they were sold in that order, rather than 
having the tops of each section follow in 
order. Thus it was difficult to reestablish 
values once the lower end of the younger 
bulls had passed the stand. Consequently 
the best of the older bulls were sacrificed 
in price received for the seller, but that on 
the other hand, proved a happy circumstance 
for the buyers. The bargain in this class 
was found in the show and breeding bull 
Barmore 3d 535958, a June 1937 son of 
Revolution 81st, shown successfully two sea- 
sons by Jas. B. Hollinger, who also had used 
him in the breeding pen, and now offered 
him as an attraction. Barmore 
3d went to Sen. Simon E. 
Lantz, of Congerville, Illinois, 
at the attractive price of an 
even thousand dollar bill 
which was top for the older 
bulls. Second high in the two 
year olds was found when 
Mr. J. C. Bereman, of Aurora, 
Illinois, purchased Otto V.

The Female Sale. 

When the bulls had been 
sold and attention was turn- 
ed to the female end of the 
offering, the audience took a 
new hitch in its belt and 
settled down to real business 
once more. The female sec- 
tion was opened on the two 
year old heifer, Miss Eline of 
Bethel, a granddaughter of 
both Eileenmere 32d and 
Revelerica, both by International grand 
champion bulls, the first by Eileenmere 
15th and the other by Blackcap Revolution. 
Mr. Mennen, as stated previously had at- 
tended International sales, formulated his 
ideas as to what he would require in the 
way of foundation material. This heifer 
suited ,and he took her to Hideaway at 
$1,000.00. Ames Plantation Bevera, calved 
in June 1938, went the same way at $700.00.

As 
a whole they were thick, deep, wide, excep- 
tionally well fitted and 
covered with high qual- 
ity meat from end to 
end. The improvement 
in quarters and espec- 
ially at the tail setting 
was perhaps the most 
noticeable of all. As 
they paraded, class aft- 
er class, before Judge 
Gordon-Davis, of Bue- 
nos Aires, Argentine, 
the judge, critics in 
general, and the ring 
side aS a whole com- 
mented on the near per- 
fect tops and tail heads 
—none were high, none 
were skimpy, and none 
were pinched.

The Bradley Brothers, of Calhoun, Mis- 
souri, brought out another wonderful set 
that was sired by Bandolier of Lonjac 
499055 the chief stock bull in the L. H. 
George & Son herd at Calhoun, who had 
supplied the calves for the Bradley boys. 
Bandolier of Lonjac, was bred at William 
E. Scripps’ Wildwood Farms, sold in dam 
to Lonjac Farms, and later sold by them to 
head the George herd. 

Then there was a set of steers, the likes 
of which have never been seen at lowa 
State College. From this group came the 


junior champion, Ames Model, as well as 
the first and second prize groups of three, 
in which class Bradley Brothers placed third 


and the Ohio State University stood fourth. 
The Ames steers were all sired by their 
own herd bull Revolution 138th 504089, bred 
at Strathmore Farms, a son of the Inter- 
national grand champion Revolution 100th 
who was a son of the International grand 
champion Blackecap Revolution.

tors and showmen, regardless of their indi- 
vidual breed preferences. For some reason 
many of the breed’s best entries were bur- 
ied deep down the line in class according 
to the general consensus of opinion through- 
out the barns and at the ring side. It’s a 
drubbing like this that will put the admir- 
ers of the breed on the alert in the future— 
at least they will try harder to bring out 
still better bullocks. 

In the open competition Iowa State Col- 
lege drew reserve champion in the light 
weight division with the Aberdeen-Angus 
steer, Ames Model. The Aberdeen-Angus 
breed again drew the reserve championship 
ticket in the 875 to 1000 pound class, won 
by Burdette Farley, of Malcom, Iowa; Rob- 
ert Miller, of Arcola, Illinois, won the re- 
serve championship in the 1000 to 1150 
pound class with his Aberdeen-Angus; Mer- 
cer County, Illinois, won the county group 
of three steers with Aberdeen-Angus; Iowa 
won the group of ten steers with Aberdeen- 
Angus.

When Dad and Gay left for Chicago on 
Friday, December 1st, to attend the Inter- 
national Show and Sale it was also planned 
that they should stop on the way home to 
attend the Garrity Bros. first public auc- 
tion, which was held at Dewitt, Iowa, on 
Friday, December 8th. This was the last 
sale of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle this 
year. 

The first part of the week sped by with 
nearly all the material for this fine issue 
in the office ready to go to press. Wednes- 
day and Thursday passed with no word 
from Chicago. Thursday night at midnight 
the phone rang and Dad informed me that 
I should be at Garrity’s sale, this just 
twelve hours ahead of the sale, with a 
night’s sleep and two hundred miles still to 
be covered, and I did both, arriving at De- 
witt two hours ahead of the sale, after a 
good night’s rest and a very pleasant trip, 
by air. 

This sale was held in a little pavilion on 
the northwest corner of the town, and was 
it packed. The seats were all taken an 
hour before the sale was to start. Men 
were finding spots to roost on the beams 
above the ring, and as the opening address 
was made by Col. Nelson G. Kraschel the 
late comers and the “hanger-oners” from 
the lots outside started to pour inside the 
pavilion until it was impossible to squeeze 
another person around the ringside, then 
the chutes filled with more men and finally 
part of the buyers got inside the sale ring. 

The auction was scheduled to start at ex- 
actly twelve-thirty, actually it opened at 
ten minutes to one, but what a sale it was, 
the fifty-five head were led through that 
arena and divided among the buyers before 
the clock tolled three that afternoon. 

Eight bulls sold first, and according to 
prices received a good auction was not an- 
ticipated by those present, for these bulls 
did not sell at fancy prices, although they 
were of as good quality as several bulls 
that had sold plenty high this past season. 
The two top bulls of the sale were Black 
Knight 9th of F. B. 463831, the bull that 
was purchased as a youngster from J. D. 
Huggins, of Dandridge, Tennessee. This 
bull was the sire of nearly every calf that 
sold at side this day, and they were a grand 
lot of calves. This good tried sire sold to 
Tom McGuire, of Dewitt, Iowa, for three 
hundred fifty dollars. The other top bull 
was Phalarian G. 4th 542133, the grand 
champion of the Mississippi Valley Fair 
this summer. This outstanding May 1937 


fellow sold to Oleson Brothers, of Wyanet, 
Illinois, for three hundred dollars even. The 
eight bulls brought a total of $1,545.00 for 
an average of $193.00 plus, not too high for 
the quality and individuality shown by some 
of the prospects that went through the ring 
in the first minutes of this auction. 

When the females started into that little 
clearing in the center of the arena the local 
boys had to set right up and take notice, 
for the cows and calves were first to be of- 
fered, and they were snapped up as fast as 
the boys could get 
them into the ring 
at prices ranging 
just under two hun- 
dred to three hun- 
dred twenty - five 
dollars. Two females 
tied for high hon- 
ors, one Kuranda of 
Moyness 7th, an 
Kisa Trojan Erica 
sold to John Sheets, 
of Maquoketa, Iowa, 
for three hundred 
twenty-five dollars 
and the other was 
Euranda of Moyness 
6th, also an Eisa 
Trojan Erica that 
sold to Elliott 
Brown, of Rose Hill, 
Iowa, for the same 
price, three hundred 
twenty-five. These two females caused a 
lot of commotion around the ring, with El- 
liott Brown, John Sheets and Ward Benson, 
whose farm is located in Memphis, Missouri, 
all striving to get in the last lick. 

Mr. Ward Benson was the heaviest pur- 


chaser at this sale, taking home with him 


seventeen of the females, buying both cows 
with calves and open heifers, at an average 
price of nearly one hundred sixty dollars. 

Elliott and his father did all right this 
day too, taking home five head, including 
one of the tops mentioned above and buying 
seven more, on order, for Dr. Ralph Wad- 
ley, Lansing, Michigan. Dr. Wadley should 
be mighty pleased with the ones that are 
to go into his herd for they were some of 
the very best sold that day. 

A goodly number of the buyers were 
fresh from the International sale, with 
memories of the prices paid the day before. 
They should feel that many bargains were 
passed among them on this day for I know 
that part of this offering would compare

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A Tenderfoot in the Sand Fills 


It was a Revelation to see the Wonderful Aberdeen-Angus Herds

interested in the article by Otto 
SF ag a recent issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal, in which he spoke of the 
growth of the Aberdeen-Angus herds in the 
West as well as in the East. ; 

In company with my brother, DeWitt Mal- 
lory, I have just returned from 
a little trip to the Sand Hills 
in Nebraska. I know what I 
saw and heard there is an old 
story to you as you have been 
there many times. But it be- 
ing my first trip, it was a 
revelation to see the wonderful 
nerds of black cattle in that 
section, as it was not many 
vears ago that Mr. E. R. 
Barnes, of Cody, had the only 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in that part of the Sand Hills. 
At the present time I found, 
wherever we went, that the 
men with the Aberdeen-Angus 
herds were cited as being the 
men who got their calves sold 
first and at the top prices; and many of the 
old, well informed cattle men of that section 
told me that the only reason there were not 
more herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was 
the fact that it was impossible to buy Aber- 
deen-Angus cows. And as it is rather a 
slow process to raise heifer calves and wait 
for them to develop into a cow herd, many 
men are sticking to the Hereford cows, who 


I wa 


would like to be in the Aberdeen-Angus 
business. 


It would be a liberal education for every 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder of the Corn Belt 
to make a trip and see these fine Aberdeen- 
Angus herds in the Sand Hills, because I am 
convinced that if the Corn Belt 
breeders could see these herds 
and see the type of cattle these 
men are raising out there in 
the wide open spaces, with the 
only feed being sand hill grass 
and prairie hay, and the big 
blue sky for a shed, they would 
4 come back and see many cattle 


ne in their herds of which they 


,

would feel thoroughly asham- 
ed, and would start these in- 
ferior cattle to the packing 
house. 

These boys in the Sand Hills 
are anxious to buy good bulls, 
and are willing to pay good 
prices, but they are not satis- 
fied with the selection of bulls 
that are generally shown to them when they 
come to the Corn Belt to buy. They are not 
sticklers for fancy points, but they do want 
bulls that are wide out and right down to 
the ground, and with that they absolutely 
demand good short heads, straight legs, with 
a fair amount of bone, and of course, a 
straight top line, as when a bunch of calves 
are bunched together the top line is the first 


thing which shows. It was astonishing to 
me to see the hundreds of deep, thick, good 
quality cows that are in these range herds, 
besides seeing a lot of good cattle, it was 
really a treat to meet the men who are rais- 
ing them. 

Our first stop was at the stock yards in 
Wood Lake. We found that the Willow 
Grove Company’s calves were coming in 
that day, and while we were waiting for 
them to come in, we drove out to see J. J. 
Mulligan’s cattle, which were located just 
west of town. Mr. Mulligan was out in the 
pasture salting a bunch of yearling heifers. 
He immediately got his car and took us over 
his ranch, showing us the good cow herd and 
the heifers that he is carrying over to grow 
into cows. His steer calves recently came 
to Addis Greiman, of Garner, Iowa. From 
Mulligan’s we followed the crooked trail to 
town, and found that the first of the Willow 
Grove calves were coming in—about 275 
steer calves—and also 25 heifer calves. 
Later, they came in with 120 spayed year- 
ling heifers, and a little later, in came a 
bunch of 80 yearling steers. In my experi- 
ence I had never seen 300 such straight- 
backed, short-headed calves in one bunch. 
The yearling steers and heifers were equally 
good. These cattle were all purchased by 
Mr. Marshall, of LaFayette, Indiana, presi- 
dent of the International Live Stock Expo- 
sition.

We spent a very ender, 
day around the stock yards, visiting with 
Mr. Kreycik and his son Jim, who were ‘ok 
ing after the weighing, while the other s : 
brought the cattle to town. — 

Towards evening we _ headed 
Cody, and after getting caes C bog 
Stott’s hotel in Cody, we called Joe Andrews 
who said he would be in early Sunday pee 
ing and would take us out to see their cat 
tle. Before we were out of bed Sunday 
morning, Joe rapped on our door asking ‘ 
we were going to sleep all day. To us, the 
hour was early, but to Joe, who had alread 
driven in 25 miles over a road which : 
Iowa would be considered impassable, the 
day was well started at 6:30. A hasty shave 
and a cup of coffee, and we were headed 
north to the summer ranch operated by E 
R. Barnes and Joe Andrews, his son-in-law, 
Mile after mile, through sand, over bumps, 
up hills so steep that when we reached the 
top, DeWitt wanted to stop to see if there 
was another side before we went over. But 
after about 40 or 50 miles of this, we landed 
at the summer ranch which is located across 
the line in South Dakota, and consists of 
about 10,000 acres, with plenty of grass and 
water. Here we saw the cow herd with the 
steer calves still with them—the cows with 
the heifer calves having been moved to the 
winter range. Each year their calves go to 
Schmidt Bros., at Delmar, Iowa. We drove 
and walked among these cows and calves 
and they were as quiet as any herd in the 
Corn Belt—hundreds of deep, thick cows— 
we would hardly get over exclaiming over 
one show prospect among the calves until 
we would see another. Into the car, and 
heading south again. A few miles down the 
trail we headed in to Mr. Chester Stein- 
meyer’s ranch and looked at his cattle, 
which were much the same quality as the 
Barnes cattle from which they originally 
came. On south again to Mr. Max Mayher’s 
place. Here we saw a great bunch of year- 
ling and two year old heifers, as well as a 
swell little sorrel saddle horse—and here is 
where I first discovered that when these 
fellows have a good horse, he is a part of 
the family, and not for sale. 


On back towards Cody and to the Howard 
Barnes ranch of about 8,000 acres. Howard 
immediately put us in his Ford and started 
for the pastures, and if you have forgotten 
the thrill of riding on a roller coaster when 
you were a kid, go and take a ride over the 
hills with Howard Barnes.* First, down into 
the meadow to see some of the herd bulls. 
Howard is a stickler for good bulls. We 
saw bulls here fit to head any pure bred 
herd. On out into the pastures to see the 
steer calves, which are also going to 
Schmidt Bros. Back to the house, and an 
invitation to dinner with the Barnes, but as 
our time was limited, we hurried on back 
to Cody, had a hasty lunch, and drove on to 
the old original E. R. Barnes Ranch south 
of Cody on the Snake River, where Joe An- 
drews is now in charge, and where we were 
due for another surprise. When we arrived 
at the farm, which lies just south of the 
Nebraska National Forest Reserve—which 
does not have a tree in sight—we found the 
boys at the ranch breaking a bunch of colts 
to ride, and the surprise was that they 
break those colts to ride without letting 
them buck. Joe, who has a nose like a fox 
hound when it comes to locating cattle, de- 
cided the cattle were down the river a couple

One might state that it all started early 
last May at the Eastern States Sale at 
Ithaca, New York. We are certain, though, 
that the start was somewhat earlier than 
that. However, actual purchase of breeding 
cattle began on May 9th at the 3d annual 
Fastern States auction. 

Rufflands, the name which Mr. and Mrs. 
William Landauer have given to their two 
hundred and fifty acre farm in Dutchess 
County, is typical of many Dutchess county 
farms. It is located a few miles east of 
Pine Plains, (Aberdeen-Angus hot bed of 
New York state), and but a few miles from 
the Hudson river. When Mr. Landauer 
bought the farm, it was about like many 
farms that are permitted to be operated 
with no thought of the future. Run-down 
land, buildings in bad repair, pastures filled 
with weeds and rocks most everywhere. It 
must have been apparent to Mr. Landauer 
that things could be done with proper man- 
agement. No little task this of rebuilding 
a worn out farm, but a visit to Rufflands 
today, will substantiate the statement that 
it can be done. No, Rufflands is not com- 
pletely renovated or rebuilt, nor is the task 
of putting the farm in order completed, but 
an admirable beginning has been made. 
Pastures are better, fields have been im- 
proved through fertilization, fences are all 
new, and buildings have been remodeled 
and paint has not been spared. And, of 
more interest to us, live stock has been 
added. 

It is our opinion that Mr. Landauer had 
ambitions to found a breeding herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus before he made the trip to 
Ithaca for the Eastern States Show and Sale 
last May. However, he made no statements 
to the effect that he was ready to buy. He 
did state that he was interested in learning 
about the breed, about the type that would 
win the blue ribbons, about the right kind 
of blood lines, those, whose records show 
real production of good cattle. In fact, had 
Mr. Landauer purchased no animals at 
Ithaca last May, his trip would have been 
well worth while, purely from the educa- 
tional value. 

However, there’s something about an auc- 
tion sale that stimulates the ambition to

own certain animals. That holds true for 
the established breeder as well as the new 
enthusiast. When the smoke had cleared 
from the firing of bids at the third Ithaca 
sale, Mr. Landauer found that he had pur- 
chased the original nucleus for a breeding 
herd.

We have 
seen this young bull, and though he was 
never fitted, exhibits good type, quality and 
style. He should prove a good sire. 

Mr. Landauer likes to visit other herds 
and visited Good Hope Farm, at Old Chat- 
ham, one week end. He was impressed with 
the herd bull, Qualiteer of Sunbeam and 
elso with the cows on the pastures, He 
selected Balzac’s Lady Blackbird, a 1938 
daughter of Briarcliff Balzac and out of 
another daughter of Envidon of Glencar 
nock. This heifer was bred to Qualiteer of 
Sunbeam, and Mr. Landauer looks for some- 
thing good from this mating. 

On a rather nice, sunny Saturday in Sep- 
tember, Mr. Landauer and I visited a few 
Dutchess county herds together, and before 
nightfall, four more females had been add- 
ed. It required no little persuasion and 
quite a bit of the old coin of the realm to 
add these four to his herd. 

At Briarcliff, we found Mr. S. H. Morri- 
son, general manager, and saw two show 
heifers in one of the near by lots. Nice, 
thick, breedy looking females, both good 
advertisements for any Aberdeen-Angus 
farm. These two were Briarcliff Eve and 
Briarcliff Eblina 6th, the former, an Erica, 
by Briarcliff Prudent, and the latter, an 
Ilba daughter of Briarcliff Elmont 2d. Al- 
though no added inducement was necessary 
to arouse Mr. Landauer’s desire to own 
them, and after he had purchased the two, 
Mr. Samuel Morrison offered to keep both 
of these heifers until they were safe in calf 
to Briarcliff Quinton 5th, 1st prize sum- 
mer yearling bull at the 1938 International. 
This youngster, in my opinion, is a far bet- 
ter bull today than he was a year ago when 
he won the blue at Chicago. A pair of real 
calves should drop at Rufflands when these 
heifers calve next summer. 


After visiting at both Rally Farms and 
Weathersfield, we headed back toward Pine 
Plains, and Bethel Farm. With Dale Fletch- 
er, Mr. Landauer selected two more good 
young females. One, a decidedly good 
Queen Mother daughter of Briarcliff Burg- 
omaster 9th and out of a dam by Edward 
of Glencarnock. The other was a Maid of 
Bummers Miss Burgess, a show heifer and 
a good one. She, Bonnie Burgess of Bethel, 
a May 1938 daughter of Briarcliff Mariner, 
sire of Bethel Blackmar, recently exported 
to the Argentine. Moreover, Bonnie Bur- 
gess of Bethel is safe in calf to Bandolier 
of Anoka 7th, a full brother of Bandolier 
of Anoka 6th, the 1937 International grand 
champion bull. First at Centreville and 
third at Eastern States. 


Time, effort, and a constant improvement 
of both pasture and field land will build 
Rufflands into a profitable farm. We ven- 
ture that the herd will grow and improve, 
and that it will become a factor in the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus business in Dutchess county 
and the East. The Journal wishes the best 
of luck to the Rufflands and the Landauers.

For the information that follows concern- 
ing tne Louisville Fat Stock Show, we are 
indebted to Mr. J. Harvey Allen, and Mr. J. 
H. Quisenberry, two of the leading breeders 
in the blue grass state. We had hoped to 
have been present at the Louisville show 
but, a sale in Louisiana during the same 
week prevented our attendance. 

This show, an annual event, is held at the 
Bourbon Stock Yards in the city of Louis- 
ville, and attracts annually more than 2000 
fat bullocks. 

There are four departments in the Louis- 
ville event, 4-H club, Future Farmer, Utopia 
and Adult classes. Each have their own 
champions, both in the carload and the in- 
dividual steer, and the champions of each 
division meet for grand champion awards. 

Ever since 1926, the Louisville grand 
champion has been an Aberdeen-Angus, and 
this year found no change. The cnampion 
was “Baby Dumpling’, and was bred by 
Mr. J. Harvey Allen, Allenhurst k'arm, Lex- 
ington, Kentucky. “Baby Dumpling’ was 
purchased by Virgil Clark otf Lancaster, 
Garrard county, a year ago and was fed and 
fitted by him to win champion honors in the 
4-H division and then to go on and defeat 
the winners of the other divisions for grand 
championship honors. Virgil Clark is not 
the tirst member of that tamily to win at 
Louisville, tor in 1936 his brother, Ross 
Clark won with another Allen bred calf. 
“Baby Dumpling” was sired by Eileenmere 
179th, a good breeding son of Eileenmere 
85th, ‘used successfully in the Allenhurst 
herd and sold by him to Spindletop Farms a 
year ago. The dam is Eva Elcho, a daugh- 
ter of Prince Elcho 3d, whose get has made 
a great record in the Louisville show. 


Top honors in the Future Farmer division 
went to Jack White of Pine Grove, a winner 
in 1987 of grand championship honors, and 
his entry was again one of Mr. J. H. Quisen- 
berry’s good calves. 

The Utopia division was headed by the 
entry of Lloyd Allen of Pulaski county, and 
it too, was an Aberdeen-Angus. 

At the sale of the calves Fischer Packing 
Company of Louisville purchased the grand

The champion Future Farmer calf was 
bought by the Kentucky Hotel at $25.00 per 
hundredweight, and the champion Utopia 
entry brought $30.00 per hundred and was 
bought by the Louisville Provision Com- 
pany. 

In past years it has been the custom to 
have Best Five in 4-H Club and Best Five 
in Future Farmer Class; this year it was 
decided to bring the winners of these two 


divisions together for a Championship Five.

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T he 1940 Kentucky Sale

Less than three years ago, Kentucky 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus were unorgan- 
ized. No promotion of any kind for the 
breed was going on in the state, and the de- 
mand for breeding stock was considerably 
less than is being experienced by these 
same breeders today. 

Meeting in the month of July, 1937 at 
Lexington, a breed association was formed, 
and at the first meeting, tentative plans 
were considered favorably for holding a 
sale. A later meeting definitely planned a 
sale for May 1938. The date set was Thurs- 
day before Derby Day. That has proven a 
good date, and the second event held last 
spring proved even better than the first. 


Now that the third sale has been sched- 
uled, the Journal hopes that more breeders 
may consign one or more cattle to the sale. 
But, we also hope that the individuals that 
are being consigned are of the right kind. 

In all fairness, Kentucky breeders haven’t, 
as yet, in either of the two sales, offered 
as good cattle as they could. They haven’t 
fitted the sale cattle as well as they might 
have. Nor have they as breeders been as 
determined as they might have been to 
make each sale more successful. We make 
those statements, realizing that Kentucky 
is making fast strides toward again becom- 
ing a leading live stock state. Yet, there 
is room for improvement. The top is al- 
ways wide open for anyone striving to get 
there. 


Kentucky breeders have many outstand- 
ing cattle in their respective herds. I have 
been to more than one herd, where a large 
number of the individual cows are not for 
sale, where they are not priced, and we can- 
not say that we blame these breeders for 
desiring to hold onto the breeding stock 
that makes their herds. However, let’s 
make the 1940 Kentucky Sale one of the 
best breeders’ sales of the year. That can 
be done, and should be done. It rests upon 
the individual breeders of Kentucky to ef- 
fect such a result. 


The question is, how can it be done? We 
rather doubt that any information that we 
might offer is necessary, yet we offer it in 
the hope that one or more breeders may be- 
come more determined to bring to the Lex- 
ington event, their own particular consign- 
ment in the best condition, a condition that 
immediately attracts the attention of the 
interested buyer, the man thinking of going 
into the business and the undecided breeder, 
undecided as to which breed to buy, with 
which to stock his or her farm. 

In other words, select the best individuals 
that you can from your herd. No, we do 
not mean to suggest that you take your 
breeding cows, the good producers in your 
herds. We do mean that you select a daugh- 
ter of one of these better breeding cows, 
select one of the best daughters from the 
standpoint of individuality, and type. Be 
sure that the animal has quality. Insist

Then, fit that animal as though i 
tended to show her at the internetions! Lin, 
Stock Show or some other leading fair. Wh 
fit them? We need not answer that ques. 
tion either, but we shall. Fit them, because 
they make a better appearance. Give the 
individual bull or heifer a chance to sell for 
what he or she is worth. There’s but one 
way, dress her for the occasion. That dress- 
Ing cannot be done in a week, a month or 
two months. It takes time, careful feeding 
brushing, and not just the day or two days 
— the sale, but weeks of regular atten- 

ion. 


The audience at the 1939 American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association Banquet 
held on Wednesday, December 6th could not 
help but be enthused at the remarks made 
impromptu by Mr. R. M. Clark of Clarkland 
Farms located near Lexington, when he 
stated that Kentucky was once the leading 
state, in the production of good live stock. 
He said more, he warned that Kentucky 
would again lead the nation in producing 
top quality live stock. It can be done and 
may be done, but never, unless breeders, in- 
dividually, and as a group are determined 
to make it such. The way is through care- 
ful selection of herd bulls, breeding females, 
and careful fitting of the calves, that drop 
to these planned matings. 


Kentucky breeders have at their door the 
greatest potential market, greater than that 
of any other section of the country. I refer 
to the breeders of thoroughbreds, hunters 
and saddle horses. These breeders have 
much pasture. Most of them annually buy 
several car loads of steers. They could and 
would just as easily, just as economically 
buy breeding cattle, and raise their own 
feeders. All it will take is the bringing out 
of good breeding cattle in an attractive 
enough condition to warrant their inspec- 
tion, and these men will buy more cattle 
than Kentucky breeders can raise. 


Spindletop Farm at Lexington breeds 
Saddle horses, yet they have a herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus, and likely, will have as good a 
herd as exists in the state. Other establish- 
ments whose. main business is horses will 
more than likely start breeding cattle. Will 
the breeding herds to be established by 
these men be Aberdeen-Angus or another 
breed? Kentucky breeders of the blacks 
can supply their own answer, if they are 
willing to go out after the business. 

The Journal will see the different con- 
signments to the Lexington Sale and we 
hope to make as honest a report as we can, 
concerning the merit of the several different 
consignments. How about your consign- 
ment? Are your heifers getting the feed 
and care, now that they will need to make 
the best appearance on Thursday, May 2, 
1940? 

Visit some of the good horse breeding 
establishments and see to that they get all 
the information possible about the May 2d 
sale at Lexington. Send their names to the 
Journal office and we shall gladly send 
them the issues in which the third Kentucky 
Breeders’ Sale is being given publicity.

Few announcements made this past year 
have given us more pleasure than this pur- 
chase made by Canterbury Farm of the 
great two year old show bull, Ames Planta- 
tion Pride’s Eric.

He placed 
first in all of these shows as a senior calf 
and was never defeated for junior champion- 
ship honors, and was on one occasion made 
the grand champion bull. 

In 1928 he was again shown at ten shows 
and as a senior yearling was first in class at 
nine of the shows, and was four times se- 
lected as the senior champion and five times 
made grand champion, one show selecting 
just a grand champion. These shows again 
included the top shows in the mid-west cir- 
cuit as well as the International. 

1939 again found Ames Plantation Pride’s 
Eric on the circuit, at Tampa he started his 
year by winning the two year old class, and 
the senior and grand championship. At IIli- 
nois and Missouri he again won his class, 
and at Tennessee State and Tennessee Val- 
ley and Kentucky he was the senior and 
grand champion of the show. At Ohio 
State Fair he was first and senior champion. 

His record thus is, for the three years, un- 
defeated in two seasons and defeated but 
once in the one season of ten shows. A rec- 
ord of the three years shows, twenty-six 
first prizes, (out of a possible 27) eight 
junior championships (out of a_ possible 
eight) nine senior champions out of a possi- 
ble nineteen, and nine grand championships 
out of twenty-seven shows. Compare the 
record of most any show animal and you 
will recognize that Ames Plantation Pride’s 
Eric has achieved national prominence. In 
other words, such a general approval given 
any individual should assure that as an in- 
dividual he must have been outstanding. It 
should prove that Ames Plantation Pride’s 
Eric has the right type and that he has the 
quality sought for in a breeding bull. 

Does Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric have- 
the pedigree, or the blood lines? The Jour- 
nal thinks he has a background of favorable 
breeding, such that his purchase by Canter- 
bury can but assure them a sire that will 
breed on the qualities for which they were 
ww and found in this great two year old

“What makes an_ international grand 
champion or an International junior and 
reserve grand champion bull possible? 
There are those who would have us believe 
that champions just happen. However that 
is not the case. Champions are made, They 
require many years of building, many years 
of careful planning in matings and as many 
years of careful, practical feeding. Here 
then is where breeding counts and the pedi- 
gree becomes of positive value. A cham- 
pionship tabulation in which there has been 
no previous outstanding performers seldom 
appears. Usually they go back somewhere 
along the line to well established blood 
lines that represent great bulls or great 
daughters of great bulls. The tabulation 
of the 1937 International Junior champion 
bull, Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric 522683, 
is presented on this page for the purpose of 
furnishing a text for study, in the hope 
that it will start someone some where to 
thinking along lines of advancement as we 
start this intensified breed promotion year, 

“A first glance at this tabulation reveals 
the important fact that every animal for 
many generations has been in the hands of 
good strong, enthusiastic breed students 
whose hearts were set upon doing some- 
thing for the breed by doing that something 
with the breed. These men were not the 
kind who were satisfied with carrying on. 
They had ambitions. Their goals repre- 
sented advancement and that meant that 
the cattle they bred had to be better each 
generation or that particular line of breed- 
ing lost its rating and passed either to the 
shambles direct or to commercial uses. 
Ames Plantation bred ten of the first four- 
teen ancestors. One of the other four was 
dropped at Ames Plantation and developed 
there. J. S. Caldwell & Son of Ohio bred 
that one, and he was a son of their 1918

Colonel Dillard Purchases Five from Edwards Brothers Show String 


‘no the past few years breeders in 
Virginia have ‘exhibited more than a fair 
hare of interest, have coupled this interest 
with the outlay of considerable capital to 
papel the highest type of animals possible 
for their respective herds of Aberdeen-An- 

1s cattle. The clamor has been for more 
od better breeding cattle. We have in 
many issues of the J ournal commented upon 
different individual purchases, including the 
purchase of more than one International 
grand ag oa and — than one out- 

ing breeding animal. ae. 

— the Virginia breeders exhibiting 
4 desire to breed top cattle, has been Colonel 
Dillard, owner of Winton Farm, at Clifford. 
When he has seen an animal that he consid- 
ered the equal or the superior of some that 
he owned and the blood lines were such that 
he could expect that individual to fit into 
his herd, he has bought the animal, regard- 
less of the figure on the price ticket. 

Arriving at the International this year, 
his immediate interest was not in the judg- 
ing of the breeding cattle in the arena, for 
he had yet to see five head of young heifers 
that he had purchased a few weeks before 
the Chicago show. 

To many readers that may appear to be 
a hazardous method of purchasing cattle. 
In many cases it would be hazardous. But, 
these five females, bred and owned by Ed- 
wards Brothers, of Watford, Ontario, Can- 
ada, are not the first to be bought by Colo- 
nel Dillard from this firm. 

Well do we recall the 1936 International 
sale and the young bull, Enfileen’s Bando- 
lier 2d, a first prize winner at that year’s 
International. The general average price 
in 1936 was considerably under today’s val- 
ues, and when the bidding had ceased 
Colonel Dillard had placed a new top on an 
International Sale for some time. He paid 
$1300.00 for the young bull, and many ex- 
pressions of amazement were heard, some of 
them to the effect that Enfileen’s Bandolier

One young bull, Bethel Black Mar Jf., 
was liked by us, early in 1989. His con- 
stant improvement, his winnings in the 
shows, and his purchase from Bethel Farm 
by John and Elliott Brown in no way dim- 
med our enthusiasm for him. 

When Mr. McGregor came to Chicago for 
the International, Bethel Black Mar Jr., was 
looked over quite carefully along with many 
other bulls. The Rose Hill, Iowa, breeders 
were not at all anxious to part with this 
calf, and when they priced him, demanded 
q rather sizable profit, (which is fair busi- 
ness) and then requested that they be per- 
mitted to show the bull at the winter shows 
including Fort Worth.

The 
same sale has found a ready market, started 
one or more new breeders and stimulated 
the private trade on breeding cattle for the 
consignors. Just a few weeks ago, a sale 
was held in a state where until that date, 
there never had been a pure bred sale of 
beef cattle. Just what was the result? An 
average was made bettering the highest an- 
ticipation of the consignors. Already, these 
same breeders have asked for a spring sale. 
You know the reason. After effects have 
stimulated their business, the demand for 
breeding cattle is there, and cattle readily 


sell at good prices. 


Michigan has a lot of good land, much is 
suitable for real pastures, and cattle will be 
grazing on this land. It is definitely up to 
the Michigan breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
to at least give the prospective buyers a 


chance to get Aberdeen-Angus. It can be 
done. And right now we urge that Michi- 
gan breeders get together, claim a date, 
select an auctioneer and pass the word 
along. Then get your cattle selected, and 
see to that they are right in type, good in 
quality and well bred. Prepare them, that 
is fit them so they are as attractive as they 
can be made to be, and watch them sell to 
the general approval of all on the day of 
the sale. Then, note the interest that has 
been started, the new men who have been 
to the sale, yet bought nothing. Watch 
them visit your farms, and ask for prices on 
your cattle. Is it worth a try?

We are always receiving letters asking 
for information on the proper technique of 
fitting a calf for show, and this information 
is pretty hard to get, for very few breeders 
are willing to give out this vital information 
that has helped them take home the blue 
and purple ribbons from the major shows. 

However, all good things come to him who 
waits, and right out of a clear sky we re- 
ceived a letter from one of 
the Mercer County breed- 
ers, Farr Carroll, whose son 
Bob exhibited the calf Fat- 
stuff, winner of the top 
honors in the Junior Feed- 
ing Contest, at the 1939 
Chicago International. 

Fatstuff was calved on 
January 3, 1938, sired by 
Burgess 42d 505615 and out 
of Kayoko M. K. 2d 492680. 
(See page 9 for Fatstuff’s 
extended tabulation). 

This is the letter written 
by Farr Carroll, Aledo, IIli- 
nois. “Bob is twelve years 
old and has quite a serious 
outlook on life for a young- 
ster. He is very efficient 
in any task he undertakes, 
sticking with it until finish- 
ed. He attends a country 
school one and a half miles 
from our farm and walks 
both ways. He is one of 
seven children attending 
this school and is the only 
one in the seventh grade, 
always made excellent 
marks in all his studies and 
has received a special award for regular at- 
tendance in his Sunday school classes. Bob 
is an ardent follower of all things in connec- 
tion with big league base ball, and he likes 
to work with the cattle. 

“Bob chose his calf Fatstuff from our

The idea that so much 
work 1s necessary to create 
a winning steer is probably 
beyond a lot of our breed- 
ers, but why shouldn't a 
real steer be trained for 
this contest in just the same 
manner that a_ boxer or 
wrestler goes into steady 
training for a match. , 

Every breeder knows that 
a herd sire should be walk- 
ed every day if he does not 
have the room to get ade- 
quate exercise around the 
lots, but very few of the 
breeders see to it that the 
beasts have this necessary 
exercise. The fact that Fat- 
stuff was fed in a box from the ground in 
order to develop his good strong back is one 
little item that perhaps some of the boys 
feeding steers had never heard of, and the 
same could apply to spraying the calf with 
cold water to encourage the growth of a 
nice coat of hair. 

Now that Farr has broken the ice in tell- 
ing jost how Bob went about building a 
champion steer perhaps some of the other 
boys will let down and tell some of the 
little things that they feel added to the nor- 
mal growth of their calves, what was done 
to promote a sturdy frame and good coat of 
hair and how the calf was fed, etc. 

The Journal hopes this letter will give 
some pointers to the boys who have been 
writing this office in search of additional 
information on what they could do to help 
their calves along to be more sure to stand 
higher in class. 

We also want to call attention to the fact 
that Bob had access to his choice of bull 
calves from the Carroll herd, which all goes 
to prove that it takes a good bull to make 
a good steer, plus a lot of hard labor and 
good feed to make a good steer into cham- 
pionship timber.

I have made many a long 
drive at my own expense to stand between 
the packing house and some man who need- 
ed breeding stock and done my part in keep- 
ing this stock in the country. At the same 
time I know breeders who holler that ‘if 
they can not get a certain price for their 
cattle they will let the packers have them.’ ”

ment of the man of the Southwest who has 
done world’s of work promoting the Bonnie 
Blacks, because he believes in them and be- 
cause his neighbors and friends believe in 
them also.

In October Mr. E. E. Greiner, of Spring- 
field, Ohio, one of the substantial farmers 
of his state, purchased for his fine 500 acre 
farm a foundation herd consisting of ten 
head of yearling heifers and ten cows.

Some are by Revo- 
lution 81st, a many times champion son of 
Llackcap Revolution. Others are by Mus- 
kogee Marshall who is out of a granddaugh- 
ter of Earl Marshall and who is sired by the 
International grand champion Prince Mar- 
shall, who in turn is by Earl Marshall. Of 
this sale Mr. Kershaw remarked: “Without 
doubt this is twenty of the best calves that 
ever left this farm in any shipment.” With 
this sort of a foundation Mr. Knight may 
rest assured that he will be producing the 
right kind, the kind that will find a ready 
market among the best of breeders.

The title of this little story might well 
read Champions Do Breed On. This is es- 
pecially true when a champion is a cham- 
pion by virtue of that kind of ancestry. 

The calf that carried the purple banner 
of the breed at the 1939 Ak-Sar-Ben had as 
his job the honor of representing the 
“Black” fraternity in the interbreed cham- 
pionship race. This battle of the breeds took 
place at the just-closed, great Ak-Sar-Ben 
4-H Steer Show; and incidentally the largest 
4-H steer show in the world. Competition 
in this show is keen; let no one tell you 
otherwise, and it is also a battle of the blue 
bloods, the kind that are the breed’s “tops.” 
The show this year was probably tops of all 
others in quality and in uniformity—an ex- 
pression made by Dean W. L. Blizzard, the 
judge of this show for the past twelve 
years, and by county agents, club leaders, 
the public and competitors. 

To Russell Parrott, of Lincoln, Nebraska, 
went the honor of showing the champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer of the show. Realiz- 
ing he had a battle on for the interbreed 
championship, Russell groomed his charge 
and made ready for the event. When the 
smoke of the battle cleared, his black calf 
Louie 2d was not only first but he upheld 
the honor of the breed by keeping an Aber- 
deen-Angus in the championship group, 
though he had to take the Reserve grand 
championship. Being judged the second 
best steer of the largest 4-H steer show in 
the world is still plenty good. Any calf that 


family tree. His fitter got paid fifty cents 
per pound for his work and already. much 
glory. His breeder should be recognized for 
after all these calves must be produced be- 
fore they can be fed. More yet, there must 
be a sire and a dam or the breeder would be 
unemployed. Herein we run into the hidden 
factors that made this calf what he was. 

First, however, did any Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder wonder where the calf got his name, 
Louie 2d? Well, from none other than our 
good friend and fellow breeder Louis E. 
Laflin, of Crab Orchard, Nebraska; also one 
of the directors of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association. Why? Sim- 
ply because Louis Laflin was the breeder 
of the calf in question and incidentally this 
is not the only one from Laflin’s herd that 
has upheld the Aberdeen-Angus end of the 
steer show at various places. 

Louie 2d, the calf (not one of the four 
little two-legged Louies on the Laflin farm) 
was dropped, a husky little bull early in 
July of 1938. Russell Parrott wanting a 
good steer selected this likely looking bull 
calf and promptly he became a steer by the 
name of Louie 2d. The rest is history, ex- 
cept his family tree which can make a bit 
of history itself. 

In March 1937 Louis Laflin with his eye 
open- for a good bull selected the grand 
champion of the Nebraska State Aberdeen- 
Angus sale. When the bidding stopped Mr. 


Laflin came out with a bull whi e 
promptly put to work. This bull Sg 
lege Irenmere bred by the University of 
Nebraska. The sire of Louie 2d was thus 
a state champion in the only show he ever 
got an opportunity to make. College Iren- 
mere was by Epponian of Rosemere 6th a 
full brother to the great cow Epponia C.’B 
2d, dam of the International grand cham. 
pion bull Epponian 8th of Rosemere. Ep- 
ponian of Rosemere 6th was of course by 
Prizemere 32d, the high ranking beef buil 
of all breeds in points won by his progeny 
at the two major American shows. The 
dam of College Irenmere, sire of Louie 2d 
was never shown, but only because the Uni- 
versity at that time never fitted breeding 
animals. She was by Irenmere Gay Lad 
2d, champion Aberdeen-Angus bull at the 
National Western Show at Denver as a two- 
year-old for James B. Hollinger; and Gay 
Lad was by the great bull Irenmere 6th, the 
great sire of champion steers, bulls and 
— and he by the immortal Prizemere 
9th. 

What about Louie 2d’s mamma? Well, 
she was never shown since Laflin does not 
fit cattle for show but she comes from a 
line boasting many good ones that were in 
their own right champions. Her family tree 
is a part of the great Erica tribe that traces 
her immediate ancestry through such noted 
ancestors as Eric Marshall, by Earl Mar- 
shall; Blackcap Revolution K., by Blackcap 
Revolution; Ever Marshall 4th, by Echelon

have buyers of the good and average bulls 
coming around. I wonder about the attitude 
that only outstanding bulls should be kept 
for bulls. Which is the better, to let a farm- 
er go and buy an older scrub bull of un- 
known ancestry or to sell him a common 
pure bred bull that is sure to get at least 
average calves? Give me the latter. 

I think you can realize the demand for 
bulls in this section when you recall our 
sale. They did not bring enormous prices, 
nor did we expect them to, but many people 
wondered how we could move that many 
young bulls at that time. We knew they 
would move since we had a rather difficult 
time retaining them for the sale. Two days 
after the sale one fellow, “who had bought 
a bull for his herd, resold him for a thirty- 
five dollar profit, which is quite decent on 
a hundred and sixty dollar bull. You see, 


we can move bulls down here, more than 
we raise, so we buy some from the various 
small breeders. 

Ah me, it’s time to go out and lock the 
cattle in the shed so we can vaccinate the 


calves in the morning. I’m out at lowa 
State this year trying to learn how to breed 
better Aberdeen-Angus, perhaps I should 
have gone to Oklahoma! Should you ever 
get to Ames and have a few spare moments 
please look me up at the New Men’s Dorm, 
room 302.”

Maryland breeders have laid in some good 
foundation cattle and their selections for 
this sale should be of the very best that they 


have. No animal ever brings his or her 
full worth unless presented in an attractive 
condition. That will require weeks and 
months of careful feeding. Not over feed- 
ing or over fitting, but proper development. 

Select individuals with a background of 
favorable breeding. Not from the stand- 
point of families, but from the standpoint of 
outstanding individuals in the pedigree. For 
the preponderance of blood from outstand- 
ing individuals must carry on to produce 
outstanding cattle. Families, popular or 
unpopular, have become so from or the 
lack of such a combination of good animals 
with good animals. For example, Mary- 
land breeders are familiar with and must 
appraise Anoka Barbara 2d, the Cold Satur- 
day two year old show heifer, as a great 
individual. It so happens that McHenry 
Barbaras, the family to which she belongs 
is considered popular, but in our minds that 
is not the big reason for her being the 
animal that she is. Her sire and dam, Bur- 
gess Marshall B. and Barbara M. of Anoka 
were both show cattle, both were adjudged 
junior champions at the International. Each 
was good because of the blood in his or her 
veins from outstanding animals, animals 
that had been properly bred and carefully 
developed. 

One might go further in such an analysis, 
but there is no need for that. There is need 
for a more particular inspection of all sale 
(public) animals. Each year, in all sales, 
we find one, two or more animals, that are 
not the right type or are not as well fit- 
ted or as well bred as the general average. 
The result is a lower average both as to 
the offering of the sale and as to the re- 
sulting prices. Auction sale results have 
much to do with the setting of values on 
your cattle at private treaty, and if your 
consignment doesn’t average or better the 
general sale average, your sale at private 
treaty may suffer. So, in planning to make 
the Maryland sale the leader, it is up to each 
breeder to make his own consignment the 
top lot of the sale. 

There likely will be about a half dozen 
top young bulls and forty to forty-five 
choice heifers.

eastern feed lots. I do not buy at communi- 
ty sales, or public markets of any kind. 

am not a ‘from house to house nuisance,’ I 
go where I am asked. Most of my sales are 
mail orders, from men to whom I have sold 
from year to year. I have found that I can 
sort for uniformity, a certain weight, pick 
my day for shipping and in this way give 
better service than when a buyer comes 
from a distance and wants to pick a herd 
over, throw out the larger or smaller calves, 
etc. I’m often told that we trade quicker 
in the west than they do in the east. Most 
feeders under guess the weight of our calves 
in our pastures ten to fifteen percent. 
Calves here are always kept vaccinated for 
blackleg and when we can we give a shot 
for shipping fever before shipping and ad- 
vise giving another after arriving at desti- 


nation. We advise all our producers to use .

“Now about the calf. She is not much of 
a calf any more. She has had quite a life. 
She had a pure bred heifer calf on March 
3d. When the calf was two days old we 
turned the pair out in the pasture (we have 
two pastures, one for horses and mules, and 
one for the cattle) and of course the calf 
got over with the mules and when we found 
it they had its lower jaw broken back of 
the lower teeth, where the bone forks, and 
the jaw hung straight down. It must have 
been broken at least three hours before we 
found it. Was I ever blue then? I came 
home crying, my husband carried the calf 
home and we made a splint and taped its 
jaw. We had little hope that it would get 
well but we wanted to give it a chance. 
We fed it through a tube and a funnel be- 
cause we had to tape its mouth shut in 
order to keep its jaw in position. Then later 
I taught it to drink, but still had to keep 
the jaw taped. It was taped for nearly 
three weeks. We knew it would not do as 
well as if it had been nursing its mother. 
We had already put another calf on the 
mother. We then took one of our milk 
cows and let the calf suck her until they 
became attached to each other and then we 
let them run in the pasture. The calf is as 
good today as though it had never been 
hurt. We had an awful time keeping the

interested in purchasing top feeder calves 
will find that Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
herds may be found in large numbers in the 
Sand Hills country, and further that these 
herds are being expanded and new herds 
started, chiefly because of the fact that 
Aberdeen-Angus feeder calves do outsell all 
others, weight and apparent quality com- 
pared. Ask anyone in the Sand Hills coun- 
try about this, no matter what breed he 
may be sponsoring, he will necessarily have 
to tell you that this statement is true. 

The department will be happy to know, 
more than likely, that Sand Hills bred and 
raised Aberdeen-Angus bullocks, finished in 
an Iowa feed lot have for the past two years 
been included in the grand champion load 
over all breeds at Chicago’s great Inter- 
national. They will be pleased to know too 
that Nebraska grown Aberdeen-Angus 
calves outsold the grand champion carlot of 
feeders of another breed at the last Denver 
National, last January. We don’t know 
what the percentage is, but we do know that 
the Aberdeen-Angus calves grown in the 
Sand Hills are tops and should be recogniz- 
ed as such in any report that goes out from 
that section of the country.
